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THE MONCTON EXTENSION 


Of all the attacks that have been 
wade upon the transcont‘nental railway 
project, probably the strongest, the 
most persistent and the best grounded 
in the public mind was ithat as to the 
uselessress of the exittrente easiern sec- 
tion from Quebec ‘to Moneton.

In the offiea ef the general mmana- 
ser of the Canadian Pacific Railway,

io St. Joha, in wrder to make it an 
anadian route,

it will give a rcad which can be 
considered coimparatively safe for 
quick travelling, and which will thus 
give the coimpany advantages over 
all competitors in through traffic.” 


WHITE WHALE LAKE 


Bulletin Correspondence. 


A notable party is pow camped on 
our reserve, consisting of Mr. and 
Mrs. Kelly, of New York, Mr. Moore, 
a brother of Mrs. Kelly, from New 
York, Mr. Starles and Mr. Beard, alsa 
Americans. They have as guides F. 
Stevens of Lacombe and his brother, 
and are bownd for the Rocky Moun- 
tains, ia the neighborhood of the Jas- 
per House, thence te proceed along 
the foothills southward. Their object 
is pleasure seeking and novelty. They 
take a similar trip in’some direction 
each summer. Their outfit is carried 
by 18 pack ponies and they have every 
convenience for such « trip. 

We understand that a change of 
some importance to our Indi» reserve 
is ebout to take place. Mr. ©. E. 
Hopkins has beea retained by the con- 
ference as missionary; and Mr. W. G. 
Blewett has been engaged to act as 
teacher. Mr. Blewett is weli known. 
Hie was teacher and missicnary here 
for several years. Then he tecame 
farm instructor here and afterwards 
at Stony Plain reserve. He speaks 
the Cree language flucntiy and our 
Indian people will weicoms his return. 
He is expected to take charge after 
July ist. 

There has been a steady inflow of 
settlers to the new territory opening 
up southwest of White Whale Lake in 
Township 51, Ranges 5, 6 and 7. They 
go by the lumbermen’s trail to the 
Gceose encampment and then by a new 
trail into the settlement. Quife a 
large number of houses have already 
Leen erected. 

Our country has truly put on her 
beautiful warments. One can feast 
the eyes—if he be a lover of beauty. 

Several of our settlers are erecting 
more comimodious homes for then- 
sclves—among them KE. Eggers, Geo. 
Scheidermann and H. H. Akins, and 
several more are beiig planned. 

Crops are. making fine promise. 
Strawberries ar¢ ripening but a large 
yield is not expected. Other fruits 
are looking well. 

Many of our settiers went to the 
Edmonton sports, going in wagons, 
in huggies, on the hurricane deck of 
cayuses, by boat and on foot. Those 
who went by boat vow ihey don’t 
wish to repeat the experiment, ihe 
cramped position for over 14 hours be- 
coming unendurable, though they say 
the scenery is magnificent. 

In the White Whale school district 
(at Mewassin pest office) there Aas 
been quite an agitation for some 
time over the question of the owner- 
ship of the school text books. The 
beard began a year ago on the prin- 
ciple of public ownership. A few 
have been promoting the idea of pri- 
vate ownership and the board at a 
meeting a few days ago decided to 


refer the matier to the ratepayers at 
the next annual school mecting.

The cap- 
tain acknowledged thet he knew bei- 
ter, but said he was forced by the 
slamer to raise the United States 
flag.

Thibetans Tire of War 


The correspondent of the London 
Times with the British force near Gy- 
angise, Thibet, in a despetch dated 
June 29th, says:—Tivo Thibetans ac- 
proached Chungio this morning with 
a fiag of truce. and were rece“ved by 
Coionel Younghusband, the diplomatic 
agent, who granted an armistice. A 
ces3ation of hostilities till sunset © to- 
mrJTOW was agreed upon, in order to 
sliow time for the presence at Gyang- 
tse of Thibetan representatives from 
Lhasse. The jong meanwhile has beer 
evacuated and the Th‘ibetans are with- 
drawing beyond Karola, Yungia and 
Dongtse. Aithough emissaries have 
been within easy communication of 
Colonel Younghusband for several days 
no effort was made to opsn negot’a- 
tions till after their severe defeat yes- 
terday. There ‘s no question chat 
the delegates waited til the last poe- 
sible moment, end now use methods not 
very issimiiar to those employtd be- 
fore, to prevent us reaching ‘hassa, 
and ga‘n time for their own purposes. 
It ts the earnest conviction of those on 
the spot that no im‘staken kindness: 
must-Stand in the way now. It is ‘ur- 
gent that the capability of Britain tc 
reach the Thibetan cap‘tal and Tap- 
idly provided lines of easy communica- 
tion within Biriking distance, in the 
event of Thibet’s falling to observe 
her treaty with’us, must be both frov- 
od and secured beyond question by the 
conditions and guarantees of a treaty. 
Any failure sn this respect will react 
aS Ser.ousiy on the vast bulk of the 
snhabitants ef Thibet as on ourselves. 

In a message dated June Cth the 
correspondent says:—A messenger ar- 
r-ved just before sunset to-day asking 
that an extension of time be allowed 
the Lhassa Peprescatative, who is a 
Ligh monkish official anf a member 
of the National Coun], to arrive from 
Painam. He arrived at Dongtse to- 
n-git, and an armistice till noon to- 
morrow t.as been granted.
